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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the Applicant's amendment submitted on 12/28/2004. In virtue of 
this amendment, claim 4 is canceled; and thus, claims 1-3 and 5-11 are now presented in the 
instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 and 5-11 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: / 

Prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a high voltage transformer for lighting a 
plurality of discharge lamps wherein the primary coil comprises a starter primary winding for 
initially lighting the discharge lamps, and a normal lighting primary winding for normally 
lighting the discharge lamps, and wherein the starter primary winding has a smaller number of 
turns than that of the normal lighting primary winding, in combination with the remaining 
claimed limitations as called for in independent claim 1 (claims 2-3 and 5-11 are allowed since 
they are dependent on claim 1).
